later. W hat they say. lf It could be boiled dow:i 
to one comment, am ounts to this; that this coun­ 
try will have to watch the Russians. 


lf the comment Is bolled down still further, to 
find out what It means, a simple fact emerges, 
a fact so obvious it is alm ost ridiculous: that In 
the world th ere are two nations with overwhelm* 
mg power. One is the United States, the other is 
Russia. 


Together, if I hey can see eye to eye on any 
set of common aims, the United States and R us­ 
sia can get anything they want, within reason. 
Apart, they Inevitably must come into conflict. 
T h at Is why Americans are "w atching" Russians, 
and It Is why Russians nre keeping an eye on 
Americans. We forget th at we are not the only 
nation with misgivings about the other fellow s 
intentions. 


In our representative democracy, foreign policy 
ultim ately is shaped by the people themselves. 
This comes shout through the process ct free 
elections, in which public opinion about foreign 
policy 
finds 
expression. 
Every 
administration 
tries to the best of its ability to win support on 
foreign policy Issue*. Failing to win support, the 
governm ent must change its position. 
There are signs that the T rum an adm inistra­ 
tion is changing Us position on Russia in sn 
attem p t to short-circuit criticism . The signs indi­ 
cate th a t this government is preparing to m ake 
a clean break with the w artim e policy of the 
Roosevelt administration, whose chief aim 
in 
dealing with Russia was to insure victory against 
Germ any and Japan. 
T hat aim carried the adm inistration danger­ 
ously close a t times to the ex trem e of appeasing 
Russia on exclusively R ussian term s. W haievci 
excuses could be m ade for appeasem ent durlug 
wartim e no longer are valid. American instinct 
is against appeasement. It hag become an intoler­ 
able policy now tiiat the w ar is over. F u rth er­ 
more. it isn’t getting results. 
The Russian government is not responding to 
it. O bservers like Mrs. F ranklin I). Roosevelt and 
Sen. Arthur H. Vandenberg, who represented the 
United States in Hie UNO** first meeting at Lon 
don, have pointed out that this governm ent should 
tie as firm about its purpose aa the R ussian gov­ 
ernment. Many thoughtful persons have declared 
that the only way to deal succeasfully with Rus­ 
sian realism > 
to be equally realistic. 
th is is the direction in which the government 
apparently is going in its thinking about foreign 
policy with regard to Russia. It la the direction in 
which the people s thinking is going. The United 
Stains must accept responsibility for its prin­ 
ciples. it m ust deal with Russia as an equal, not 
as an interior.

ment policy of servility, there will be an improve­
